at Hyde Park and at tho

time sharply assailed some of its 
provisions. 
He said It legalized a "virtual 


monopoly" by a small group of 
seaboard refiners and that ho had 
signed It only on assurance from 
congressional leaders 
that 
beet 


and cane growers were ending 
their "unholy alliance" with the 
seaboard refiners. 


He expressed hope tho next con- 
gress session would act to remedy 
the faults he said were in the 
bill.The measure Imposes a half-cent 
a pound processing tax on sugar, 
effective at once. 
Officials said 


it would raise from $60,000,000 to 
$70,000,000 annually. About $50,000,- 
000 of this will go to sugar beet 
and cane growers In benefit pay- 
ments for crop control, 


Tho benefit payments are retro- 


active, applying to sugar 
beets 


and cano harvested after July 1, 
but tho

stressed no payments can be made 
until congress makes a direct ap- 
propriation for the purpose. A 
$50,000,000 appropriation for pay- 
ments was stricken from tho third 
deficiency bill which carried funds 
sufficient for tho administration of 
the new law.

A BETTER ORDER OF LIFE * 


Beneath All Other Considerations for Social 


Justice Lies the Clear and Mandatory Will 
Of Jehovah — New Appreciations of the 
Bible's Oldest Teachings.

Out of the training of many 
modern children and youth has 
gone the old Imperative "must". 
Our fathers'were reared In an or- 
der 
wherein obedience was the 
first 
law. 
Nowadays

tried to supplant 
obedience by 


"self-expression," Even babies are 
coddled In their wllfulness and 
tantrums. 
A bogus Importance 
has been Imparted to the impuls- 
es 
and 
desires of immaturity. 


The 
sacredness and sovereignty 


of youthful personality has been 
exalted to the debasement of the 
ancient authority and rights of 
parents and of the community. 


One of the popular games of 
modern youth is tho "scavenger 
hunt" which usually Involves loot- 
ing other person's property. Stol- 
en 
signs are a favorite adorn- 
ment of college rooms. 
The su- 
preme court of the younger gen- 
eration has ruled that there is 
no higher law than "Obey that 
Impulse." Is it any wonder that 
our contemporary western world 
is deemed lawless? 


"He That Must Be Obeyed." 
We do not have to repeat the 
colossal blunder of Europe's au- 
thoritarian states in order to cure 
the 
evils of excessive individual- 


ism. But -wo simply must find an 
adequate authority and purpose 
for the control of our runaway 
times. 
Mere paper schemes of 
desirable conditions do not get us 
very far. Any theorist can write 
down 
an 
outline of 
how 
the 


•world ought to behave In order 
to create an Ideal manner of life. 
But none of these projects ever 
provides an enabling and enact- 
ing clause. What we must have 
is the Divine Imperative—a clear 
compulsion to duty, with the pow- 
er to fulfill that duty. This means 
that we must -look beyond con- 
vention resolutions and legisla- 
tive action for some reason and 
force that will 
really 
change 
things for the better.

It is—written four thous- 
and years ago; and today assign- 
ed for study by

Sunday 
schools. 
Our Leson is happily 
entitled by the International com- 
mittee "God Requires Social Jus- 
tice.' The one adequate 
reason 


for social Justice, apart from the 
manifest needs of society is that 
God commands 
It, and has al- 
ways commanded it. Throughout 
all the long period of written rev- 
elation, as recorded in the two 
Testaments, the 
Almighty 
has 
been insisting upon justice 
be- 
tween man and man; upon good 
will and neighborllness, and up- 
on righteous living. In the dark- 
est of humanity's days, this light 
has continued 
to shine.

filled. Restitution always follows 
sincere repentance, and 
is 
the 


proof thereof. Perhaps we could 
do with a little more of the stern 
preaching of a 
Jonathan 
Ed- 
wards upon "Sinners In the hands 
of an angry God." Our day has 
forgotten the 
Scripture 
which 
says, "Shall not the Judge of all 
the earth do right?"

CRIMINAL REGISTRA- 


TION 


A residential city, suburb 


or an industrial community 
with a troublesome criminal 
problem has recently adopt- 
ed a stringent police ordin- 
ance establishing a system 
of registration of all per- 
sons convicted of a felony 
within the last ten years. 


By registration, the coun- 


cil means a written state- 
ment containing the true 
name and aliases of the per- 
son registering, a physical 
description, a list of crimes, 
dates and courts of convic- 
tion, prisons and reformato- 
ries in which the registrant 
has been confined, address 
and length of time he in- 
tends to remain in the city. 
Residents as well as tran- 
sients are included 
under 


the law, and must make 
known each change of ad- 
dress. Photographs and fin- 
gerprints are required also, 
all to be put into a perma- 
nent record available to any 
officer in the county and 
to prosecuting officers all 
over the country. 


The laudable purposes of 


this drastic measure are to 
keep out undesirables and 
to control "racketeering and 
vadalism." 


The law may do what it 


sets out to do. At the same 
time, 
thoughtful 
persons 


cannot give it unreserved 
approval. It is too unfair to 
the one-time offender hon- 
estly trying 
to right 
his 


wrong against 
society. It 


opens the way to 
abuses 


which would out-weigh the 
good it 
accomplished. A 


community 
should 
think 


long and debate fully before 
it goes so far in its zeal to 
clear out the real criminals 
and 
repeaters 
from its 


midst.

plant at Amarillo will produce 
at Its present rate for about 180 
to 200 years longer," one bureau 
official said. "If there Is an in- 
crease in the usage there still are 
undnveloped resources in several 
states. At Amarillo the rock pres- 
sure has decreased only two per 
cent in eight years.

Colorado, Utah, Montana and, to 
a small extent. In Ohio, 


Experiments are under way to 
use the gas for medicinal pur- 
poses, however, and it Is possible 
If these experiments prove highly 
Bucccssful thn demand for helium 
may increase In the future. 


Right now, however, there is no 


shortage in sight, bureau officials 
said. One official said it seemed 
likely the new legislation would 
aid In greater use of helium and 
probably In further development 
of lighter than air craft.

TRACTOR CULTIVATES ROW OF 


COTTON EIGHTY MILES LONG; 


DRIVER ENTIRELY ELIMINATED

LAKE 
PROVIDENCE, 
La., 
Sept. 2.—(IP)—Out 
on George Hl- 
der's farm there's a row of cot- 
ton 80 miles long. 


Of course, It isn't straight. If 


It was, 
It would run from hero 


to Vlcksburg, and 
40 miles be- 


yond. 
It Is a spiral, starting at 
the 
center of a 
fortya-cre-plot 


and spiralling out, mile 
after 


mile. 
The 80-mile row of cotton isn't 


just someone's Idea of being dif- 


ferent. 
Behind It la something 
that Farmer Hlder's 
neighbors 


think may revolutionize farming. 


The idea Is to cultivate 
the 


land almost entirely without the 
touch of the human hand. 
Farmer Hider can arise with 


the dawn and walk hack to his 
80-mile row of cotton. 
He 
can 
start his tractor at one end of 
the row. 
Then he cnn do what 
he wants to—and the tractor will 
keep right on cultivating that row 
of cotton. 
It makes no mistakes. 
It 


comes just as closa to tho grow- 
ing cotton plant as Mr. HIdcr 
wishes. 


A little after lunch, the farmer 


goes out to his mechanical farm- 
hand, refuels 
It, and 
away It 


goes down tho row again. 


This Is one Idea that 
goes 


around In circles and really gets 
somewhere. 
The tractor has at- 


tached to It a strong but small 
airplane wire. The other end Is 
attached to what lookB 
like a 


small oil derrick In the middle 
of the field. It Is about 12 tect 
high. 


A large pipe, about a foot In 


diameter, extends from the top, 
like a smoke stack. 
Tho outer 


surface of the pipe is threaded so 
that It takes the thin wire like a 
winch takes a steel cnble. 
By starting the tractor at the 


outer end of the circle, Farmer 
Hider has found that tho pull of 
the wire slowly winding about 
the pipe pulls the tractor steadily 
inward, 
following the 
spiralled 


cotton row. 
The tractor can also be started 


from the center and work 
out- 


ward, pulling away as It receives 
slack from the unwinding pipe. 


Mr. Hider calls his device the 


"maypolr." system and has taken 
out a patent onlt.

AUSTIN, Aug. 31—(&h-The leg- 
.slature 
perhaps 
wont' get a 
chance at its approaching session 
to trim costs of government un- 
ess it first votes for higher taxes. 


Governor James V. Allred said 


today he did not Intend to open 
the subject of appropriations until 
after tax bills had been passed-, 


'If appropriations were consid- 


ered again," he said, "we probably 
would wind up with more 
ex- 


penses than we have now." 
The chief executive vetoed some 


of the appropratlons which 
thn : 


legislature approved at the regu- I 
lar session. 
The senate's economy and effi- 


ciency committee continued hear- 
ings in efforts to find out where 
governmental costs could be cur- 
tailed. 
Some of the 
committee- 


men have voiced the opinion few 
if any new taxc.i are necssary.
